Shawsheen’s Police 


The police investigating committee's 
report oceupied a considerable portion | 
of the voters’ time last Monday, with| 
the new police cruising car being the 
only part of the report for which the 
town made an appropriation. The rec-| 
ommendations of the committee in brief 
had been that a new car should be} 
bought, and lights installed in Shaw-| 
sheen square, thus releasing the officers 
there for duty in the car. 

The traffic light proposal was defeated 
with considerable justification, because 
in too many cases traflic lights are in-| 
stalled to save on police traffic duty and 
then an officer has to be sent out to see 
that no one disobeys the lights. The lights 
at Union street have proved a waste of 
money, since quite often an officer is 
ssigned to that post when the school 
children are to cross. 

However, the fact that Shawsheen | 
square will not have its traffic lights does | 
not mean that there will still have to be 
an officer in Shawsheen village twenty- | 
four hours a day. Many people at the 
town meeting complained that this all-| 
day service was unnecessary, and their | 
point was well-taken. The officers there 
do not continue on traffic duty all the} 
time; they don’t have to. There are only | 
certain times in the day when the officer 
is needed to take care of the traffic, and 
at those times one should be sent down 
there from the central police station, 


Many persons suggested at town 
meeting that the Shawsheen squad}

At the regular meeting of the Free Church 
Y. P.S. C. E., held Sunday evening at 6.00, 
president James M. Gillespie addressed the 
society on censorship of the movies, with 
“Let’s Clean up the Movies” as his topic. 

The so-called morally instructive motion 
pictures, in which five-sixths of the time is 
spent in lurid description of the usually! 
happy-ending adventures of the drug-fiend, 
the vampire, er the prostitute, and the re- 
maining fifth spent in an unconvincing plea 
against the topical sin, were heartily con- 
demned as being of a degrading intluence 
upon the morals of any children who view 
the film as well as upon the character and 
reputation of the country 

One phase of the motion picture problem 
which was particularly emphasized was the 
morally destructive tendency of the pictures 
| to which no “children under sixteen” are 
admitted. These films, it was stated, in- 
variably prove only more luring to the same 
‘children under sixteen,” as well as to many 
crude, unintelligent adults to whom they 
are likely to be of no value whatsoever 

It was suggested that in order to e fect a 
partial solution to this problem the con- 
scientious, intelligent movie-goer refuse to 
patronize theatres which repeatedly advertise 
objectionable films, and, rather, attend those 
theatres which maintain a policy of cleanli- 
ness, decency, and public-spirit; then im- 
proved taste will have become prevalent, and 
there will be a general trend toward improve- 
ment of the country at large and toward a 
more elfective democracy

Zoning Plan Defeated 


Mr. Squires moved indefinite postpone 
ment of the proposed zoning by-law. Mrs 
Charles E. Abbott supported the proposal. 
Her husband, the late Dr. Charles £. Abbott, 
former representative from this district, had 
yroposed a town planning board, she said. 
hen she mentioned the property at the 
corner of Punchard avenue, which once was 
used for residential popes but which now 
is used for a business block and a garage, 
much to the detriment of the surrounding 
residential property including the Andover 
Home for Aged People. This could not have 
happened if a zoning plan had been in force. 

Walter M, Lamont, chairman of the 
planning board, stated that the board was 
appointed to draw up a by-law acceptable 
to the town. For this reason, members had 
spoken to several hundreds of people and 
twenty organizations, and the suggestions 
made by many persons had been embodied 
in the proposal. He himself has a barn be- 
hind his house, he stated, but without a 
zoning law, he could make it an auto exchange 
and make his back yard an auto graveyard, 
The restrictions were drawn up, he said, to 
protect the property-owner, to make it im- 
possible for one owner to injure his neighbor's 
property and reduce its value by making 
an improper use of his own property. Andover 
has everything a town should have—tradi- 
tion, beauty, fine water supply, he stated. 
He concluded with: “Andover needs a zoning 
by-law.” 

Samuel P, Hulme said that the town should 
have some sort of a zoning law, and he 
thought the current proposal was good for a 
beginner. It would mean that a better class 
of people would come to town. He mentioned 
Wolcott avenue, Morton street and Pasho 
street, which he said were all restricted 
Streets. 

Mrs. Byron Horne said that the town had 
been zoned by an interim ordniance since 
1927, Yet, she added, almost any sort of a 
building can be built on the Reading read 
whereas she couldn't sell her property fer the 
construction of a two-family house.

“To Help People Obey the 
Duty,’’ Says Chief Dane 


‘Law Is Most Important 


perhaps coming nearer to understanding 
humanity than in any other kind of work,” 
said Chief of Police George Dane of the local 
force, relaxing from his busy life last week 
end long enough to recount a few of his 
experiences during sixteen years of service 

| ‘After watching the mistakes made by 
those who but for a moment of weakness or 
passion would otherwise be law-abiding 
citizens, I am convinced that the source of 
crime lies further back than the criminal 
Men are rarely born criminals and the cause 
of their undoing is usually to be found in 
some fundamental wrong of society 

“The most important part of a policeman’s 

job,” he went on, “is to help people obey the 
law, although many don’t seem to realize 
this. Occasionally, however, through greed 
or viciousness horrible crimes are committed 
in cold blood. It is then that all the forces | 
that the law can muster should concentrate 
' on bringing the wrong doer to justice.” 
The chief seems keenly interested in his 
| work, Smart and trim in his blue uniform, he 
leaned forward, his face alight with enthusi 
asm. 

“It’s science that’s leading the way for us. 
No policeman is superhuman in the matter of 
solving crimes. The work of tracking down 
clues has been greatly aided by modern in 
ventions 

“For example, two years ago five armed 
bandits held up a card party at a private 
camp and made off with a large sum of 
money. They apparently left no clue to their 
identity. The next day, however, in one of the 
Boston newspapers appeared a picture of five 


carrying firearms without a permit, On a 
hunch, the picture was shown to those who 
had been robbed and several of the men y ere 


camp. All were held to await trial
